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FARM OUTLOOK FOR 1955— 
The farm press and radio, and 
governmental agricultural work¬ 
ers are bearing down on the 
' Outlook fsr ’*!” so ! ■■■■" *** 
my "two-bits” worth here. 

Seemingly, surpluses of most 
commodities are still burdensome. 
The much talked of disposal of 
surpluses through foreign trade 
has not materialized and farmers 
cannot control their production 
as easily as producers of coal, 
steel, autos and such commodi¬ 
ties. Thus, prices received by the 
farmers decreased an average of 
4 percent in 1954 and are ex¬ 
pected to decline still further in 
1955. Prices paid by farmers are 
expected to remain steady, with 
the net farm cash income declin¬ 
ing from 5 to 8 percent. 

Kentucky Tobacco growers pro¬ 
duced the highest average yield 
in 1954 on record and are now 
faced with another reduction in 
acreage allotments and lower in¬ 
come from that crop. Farmers 
who have depended almost solely 
on tobacco are having to look for 
new sources of income. It is un¬ 
wise to jump from one enterprise 
to another. Usually the other fel¬ 
low's field is crowded too, or will 
be by the time we get into it. It 
is, however, good business to 
grow into other enterprises when 


there is need for diversification. 
There are not many new crop 
prospects in Kentucky. Certainly 
we can’t adopt a corn belt type 
-if farminc on the small, hilly 
| farms which arc typical of most 
of this state. The need here is 
for intensive crops with high la¬ 
bor needs and high acre return 

In some communities there are 
opportunities to get additional 
income from berries and vege¬ 
tables. Most of these crops re¬ 
quire special skills in production 
and cooperative efforts in mar¬ 
keting. Expansion will neces¬ 
sarily be slow and will utilize, at 
the best, only a few thousand 
acres. Improvement in livestock 
production practices and keeping 
expenditures to the minimum of¬ 
fer the best solution to the farm 
income problem at present. 

In the livestock picture, sheep 
again seem a dependable source 
of income for those who have the 
“know-how” and are prepared to 
care for them. Beef numbers 
have started to decline and now 
seems a good time to stay with 
an efficient beef program. Hogs 
will probably be less profitable 
than last year and dairy and 
poultry - look like more of the 
same—plenty of competition and 
difficult to make much profits 
from them.

It is readily .-een that /."organ’s 3.155 families 
have a big potential buying power, 2.280 of these 
families live on fsrms. Thus most of Morgan's 
ca-h for spending is in the hands of farm fam¬ 
ilies. And so. West Liberty’s business and pro- 
fesional men depend almost entirely on farm in- 
. come for their fees and profits, either primarily 
or secondarily. 

Which prompts us to proclaim that no busi¬ 
ness or professional man can fail to be interested 
in the agricultural advancement of the county. 
Yet, many of us give only lip service to our in¬ 
terest in farm programs and agricultural ad¬ 
vancement. 

Maybe West Liberty businessmen need more 
than to be just interested in farming. Why not 
become participants? 

If businessmen would use some of their cap¬ 
ital to buy land and improve it, and take pride 
in making model farms, they would become gen¬ 
uinely interested in all agricultural programs for 
advancing farm income and farm living, and 
M~rgstt couaty Irvly v.-culi her. me :ttc et the 
show places of the hill country in a few years 

Farm ownership and improvement, in ad¬ 
dition to being a wholesome hobby away from 
confining hours in office or store, can be a source 
of profit, as hundreds of Morgan farm families 
already have proven by following approved 
practices. 

There still is considerable good land in Mor¬ 
gan that needs only improvement to become 
profitable, because more than two-thirds of the 
county is underlaid with a deep limestone strata 
which has formed a deep clay soil that geologists 
term "the Outer Limestone Belt.” We know of 
several persons who own farms in both Morgan 
county and Central Kentucky. Everyone of them 
we have talked to tell us their mountain burley 
brought from S2 to $10 a hundred more than 
their Bluegrass burley. Yet their Bluegrass 
farms cost them decidedly more than their Mor¬ 
gan land. 

Morgan land, too. can be built into the best 
of permanent pastures for grazing. 

All of which is to broach the question of why 
not each businessman become a farm owner and 
a participant in building up the agriculture of 
the county. 

Then they would take active and leading roles 
in farm programs, instead of just lending their 
approval. They would be of inestimable help in 
advancing agriculture in Morgan It is not fan- 
tacy to suggest that each businessman buy some 
land in Morgan and build it into a model farm. 
A hard-headed businessman can see that such a 
project, if entered into by a considerable number 
of business and professional men, would create 
new wealth in the county, that their farms 
Mould become models for others to pattern after, 
and thus the whole county would benefit. 

And when the whole county benefits, their 
businesses too would benefit.

TELEPHONE SYSTEM 

The Courier- 

In your recent repast on the 
past and present telephone oper¬ 
ators who have worked in the ex¬ 
change in our little town, may 
I add two more of them to the 
list. Eliza Easterling Wells served 
as telephone operator here a por¬ 
tion of three years, succeeding 
Addie Steele Childers. 

I was called into the exchange 
to work in 1920 and. without any 
experience whatever I had to 
learn as I worked. This was dif- 
ticult at first, but 1 loved the 
work as I learned more about it. 

I was off from work for & short 
time Then I was called back, 
working steadily until the last of 
July. 1923. when I resigned my 
position and got married 

During the period in which I 
was ohief operator I trained Anna 
Wells Byrd as assistant operator. 
Edna Wells who is one of our 
present operators also took train¬ 
ing at that time There were 
others who came to me for train¬ 
ing. but quit because the salary 
was not too good at that time 
and the work was rather hard 
We very often had to use an old 
hand g e n erator to ring in on peo¬ 
ple’s telephones as the lines were 
in bad repair and the switch¬ 
board was the old-fashioned type, 
making it extremely tiresome at 
times. 

The modem telephone system 
is a great improvement, but I of¬ 
ten look back and wish I could 
recall those days, for 1 was happy 
and contented with the work, 
even thdugh it was hard. I was 
also the bookkeeper, making it 
necessary to bring the books 
home at night to balance as that 
was the only time I had between 
calls But I was told when I quit 
that I had kept them straight. 
Happy though, because I was kept 
busy.

WASHINGTON. Jan 11—Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower asked Congress 
today to raise postal rates and 
grant some 1,500,000 Civil Serv¬ 
ice and postal employees an aver¬ 
age 5 percent pay increase cost¬ 
ing the government about $394 - 
000,000 a year. 

While Mr Eisenhower did not 
spell out the proposed rate in¬ 
crease, the administration wants 
to raise the 3-percent postage on 
out of-town letters to 4 cents and 
increase the charge for air mail 
from 6 to 7 cents. This would

annually. 

Democratic congressional lead¬ 
ers immediately opposed the mail 
rate hikes, especially on first 
class mail, and raised “grave 
doubt” they would be approved. 
Both Republicans and Democrats 
predicted some kind of federal 
pay raise, perhaps higher than 
Mr. Eisenhower suggested.

Strawberries can be made a source of ready 
cash to supplant the reduction in tobacco acreage 
by those willing to produce them. 

Plants are set out one spring and come into 
bearing the second year. Morgan countians who 
have grown berries commercially report incomes 
as high as $1,000 per acre. This is comparable 
to tobacco income. 

This year there is a shortage of plants due to 
drouth last year and plants are likely to cost $10 
to $12 a thousand. It requires 4,000 to set an 
acre. Farm agencies recommend Tennessee 
Beauty as the best all-around commercial variety 
for this section. 

Land taken out of burley is excellent for 
strawberry production. And local farm agencies 
will help market them through the Salt Lick 
Co-op set up a few years ago.

A BOMB IN A TREE? 

The following is from last 
week’s Salyersville Independent— 

On December 23rd a strange 
and peculiar object was found by 
Mr. Dewey Prater on his farm 
about two miles from Sublett.

The trunks of young fruit trees 
-hould be protected from rodents, 
particularly rabbits and mice, 
during the fall, winter and the 
spring, says County Agent Carl 
W. Sinclair. 

The best protection is afforded 
by enclosing the trunks with pro¬ 
tective material. Hardware cloth 
shield commonly called “rat wire” 
or one inch mesh poultry netting 
are materials in general use The 
protector should extend two or 
three inches below ground level 
to a height of 18 to 20 inches 
above ground. The material ex¬ 
tends out from the trunk and en¬ 
tirely around it.

Five years ago, according to 
Taylor, less than 10 per cent of 
Kentucky’s area was covered by 
modem large-scale topographic 
maps and by 1956. Kentucky 
should “lead all states in the ad¬ 
equacy of its mapping coverage.” 

The board, and its staff, have 
continued a thorough study in the 
field of water resources, agricul¬ 
ture and forest resources, plan¬ 
ning and zoning, and in research 
and business service as an aid to 
industrial development. 

30 NEW PLANTS IN KY.

June to make up fits mind. The 
entry deadline is midnight Sat¬ 
urday, June 11. 

Combs’ announcement came af¬ 
ter he returned from a Florida 
vacation and talked with Brown 
and Wetherby. 

He said he had been encour¬ 
aged to seek the office “on the 
grounds that I might bring to the 
position an approach not compli¬ 
cated by political bickerings and 
alignments of the past.” 

He added that he would take 
leave without pay from his po¬ 
sition on the Court of Appeals 
during the campaign. He said he 
had become convinced the people 
will support a candidate “dedi-

to promoting his own personal 
political ambitions.” 

Programs he declared he would 
support if elected included: 

The minimum foundation pro¬ 
gram for education passed by 
the 1954 Legislature: a school 
building program and efforts to 
get federal funds to help fi¬ 
nance It; plans to develop a 
first-class highway system in 
the state and continued expan¬ 
sion of the rural road program; 
improvement of the state’s pub¬ 
lic welfare and tprntal health 
programs, and full development 
of Kentucky’s natural and eco¬ 
nomic resources. 

Judge Bert T. Combs is a na¬ 
tive of Clay county, but has made 
his horre in Prestor.sburg since 
1938. 

Combs, son of Stephen and 
Martha Combs of Manchester, was 
born August 13, 1911 arid is one 
of six children. He was educated 
at Clay County high school and 
attended Cumberland College in 
Williamsburg for a year and a 
half, starting in 1929. He quit 
college in 1931 to work as a clerk 
for the Department of Highways 
in Frankfort where he stayed 
three years. 

He then eitered the University 
of Kentucky where he worked his 
way while finishing his college 
course and obtaining a law de¬ 
gree. He was graduated in 1937 
as an honor student, with the sec¬ 
ond highest standing in his class. 
He was managing editor of the 
Kentucky Law Journal and a 
member of the Order of the Coif, 
a scholastic honorary, while in 
law school. 

Combs practiced law in Man¬ 
chester for one year before mov¬ 
ing to Prestonsburg where he was 
an attorney until he volunteered 
for the army as a private in 1942. 
While in the army he was chief of 
: e Investigating Section of the 
War Crimes Department on the 
staff of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in the Philippine Islands. 

Combs was discharged as a 
captain in the spring of 1946. He 
holds the Bronze Star medal and 
was also decorated by the Philip¬ 
pine government. 

He relumed to Prestonsburg in 
1946 and formed a law partner¬ 
ship with J. Woodford Howard, 
a former State senator and a na¬ 
tive of Morgan county. Combs 
served as city attorney in 1950 
and was appointed commonwealth 
attorney for the 31st district that 
fall. 

He was appointed to the Ken¬ 
tucky Court of Appeals by Gov¬ 
ernor Wetherby in April 1951 to 
succeed the late Roy Helm and 
was elected for the unexpired 
term in November 1951 when he 
defeated former Governor Sim¬ 
eon Willis. Republican candidate. 

In addiiton to his position on 
the Court of Appeals. Combs is 
chairman of the Kentucky Judi¬ 
cial Council. He is a past presi¬ 
dent of the Junior Bar Associa¬ 
tion. 

Combs is married to the former 
Mabel Hall of Knott county and 
Lexington, whom he met while at 
the University of Kentucky. They 
have two children. 

Combs is a Mason and a Ki- 
wanian and belongs to the Eagles, 
the American Legion and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. He at¬ 
tends the Baptist church.

How Often Should 
Soil Test Be Made? 

County Agent Cail W. Sinclair 
announced that during a recent 
meeting in Lexington the question 
came up of the recommended fre¬ 
quency of soil testing for a par¬ 
ticular field. After considera¬ 
tion of this question by research 
and extension personnel in soils 
and fertilizers, it was recommend¬ 
ed that— 

1. Continuous tobacco and con¬ 
tinuous com land should be test¬ 
ed each year. 

2. Tobacco land that Is in ro¬ 
tation should be tested in the fall 
or spring just prior to the tobacco 
crop. 

3 Permanent pasture and ro¬ 
tation land should be tested every 
three or four years, or once dur¬ 
ing the rotation. It is preferable 
to test rotation land just before 
the small grain crop 
. 4. Alfalfa land should be tested

C. Where alfalfa is now grow¬ 
ing but no soil test has been 
made, a test should be made to i 
determine which of the above 
categories the field falls into, and 
■ the field should be treated ac¬ 
cordingly 

5. Horticulture crop. Land in 
potatoes or other vegetables con¬ 
tinuously should be tested annu¬ 
ally. 

6 . Strawberry land should be 
tested before setting the plants. 

The Morgan County Extension 
Service has a soils testing labora¬ 
tory. Farmers who want their 
1 soil tested should bring the soil 
-ample to the county agricultural 
, agent’s office in tne courthouse.

Clements Places 
School Aid Bill 
Before Congress 

Senator Earle Clements (D-Ky) 
has introduced legislation in the 
Congress providing aid to states 
for school construction. 

The bill, introduced on the sec¬ 
ond day of the current session, 
would distribute funds to each 
state on the basis of need, the ef¬ 
fort being made in each state to 
meet its own school building 
needs, and the school age popu¬ 
lation of the State. 

Senator Clements stressed that 
there were adequate safeguards in 
his bill to guard against any Fed¬ 
eral encroachment on the educa¬ 
tional facilities of the nation. His 
measure is patterned on the Hill- 
Burton Hospital Act which has 
proved successful in constructing 
much needed hospital facilities at 
the same time keeping the con¬ 
trol of the medical profession at 
the local level. 

Senator Clements introduced 
the first bill in the 83rd Congress 
to accomplish the same purpose of 
alleviating the strain placed upon 
permanent school facilities. 

His present bill differs from

the measure introduced in 1953 
by broadening the base for dis¬ 
tribution. The earlier bill would 
have distributed Federal aid on 
the basis of school population 
alone. 

Clements stated that he believ¬ 
ed his new bill “is in essence a 
more objective approach to the 
distribution problem since it is 
predicated upon the sound as¬ 
sumption that any Federal aid to 
school construction should first be 
designed to meet the neediest of 
the areas in the United States, 
and second that those states mak¬ 
ing substantial monetary effort of 
their own should be rewarded by 
bolstering these efforts. 

“This latter consideration op¬ 
erates not only as a reward but 
as an incentive. Thus my bill en¬ 
courages states to help themselves 
to meet the emergency facing edu¬ 
cation. 

‘The interest on the part of the 
people of the United States for 
adopting some form of legislation 
in the field of elementary and 
secondary school construction.” 
Clements concluded, “has been 
demonstrated by the many organi¬ 
zations who have expressed sup¬ 
port of this legislation. The Na¬
